unveiled the outline of the nation's fourth national development plan (1981-85) is 
reflective not only of the style of the man but also of the mood of the nation. 











When Yakubu Gowon launched the Third 
Pian in 1975, he lett no doubt in anybody's 
mind that it was something unique and exc:- 
ting for Nigeria to pian as big as 30 billion 
Naira (later revised to 42 billion Naira) and i| 
was inevitable that the nation caught his 
mood, especially when it was specilicaily 
stated in the plan document itself that 
money would not be a problem in the 
im tation of the giant plan. 

t half-way through the execution of it 
however, it became obvious that not only 
would money be a severe constraint (severe 
enough at least to force the nation into bor- 
rowing from outside sources by the billions 
of Naira) but also that the oil boom was 
becoming what alarmists began to call the 
oil doom. This perhaps explains why now, 


less than six rs alter the heady days of 
1975, the Pres t launched a w "9 82 
billion Naira plan [aimost double t ird 


Plan revised) without much fuss and why the 
nation took it with equal jevel-headedness. 

It goes without oye that the Fourth Pian 
is not the product of the Shagari administra- 
tion. in fact, the guidelines to the pian were 

ted to selected Nigerian leaders by 

ai Olusegun Obasanjo in 1979, 
although the document was later withdrawn 
from publication for emergency repairs 
before the President finaily |aunched it jast 
Monday. 

Now, in view of the fact that macro-econo- 
mic planning and eting in this country 
involve so many pecple and organisations, 
both indigenous and foreign, actual pian 
philosophy, objectives and methodology 


tend to be depersonalisec and depoliticised. 
it therefore s s very well for how much 
the National Party of Nigeria has managed to 
grasp the mood and rea’ needs of Nigerians 

its twin symbois of food and shelter rank 
second and fourth in resource aliocation for 
the 1981—€5 period even though the pian- 
ners could not have known that the party 
would win the presidency. 

As for the pian itself, there is not much to 
Say at present except that it is in pattern with 
past ones, naturally, since it is supposed to 
carry on the task of develcping the nation 
from where its predecessors stopped. The 
Structure of planned expenditures is almost a 
carbon-copy of that of the Third Pian, with 
transportation again topping the list of 
money -guzziers. 

The over-all outiook is one of concentra- 
tion on social services and the provision of 
social infrastructure. Transportation, defen- 
ce, education, communications and health 
are ail in the top 10 in the hierarchy of 
planned public spending between now and 
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1985. Notwithstanding all the talk about 
industrialisation and going nuclear, science 
and technology rank 11th in the resource- 
commitment list. This would tend to show 
that we were correct when we disagreed with 
General Obasanjo's claim that the Nigerian 
economy had undergone structural change in 


the 1975-79 period [NN 5/4/79). As we asked 
the former head of state, what structural 
change can be said to have taken piace in a 
country which used to exchange raw cocoa 
and groundnuls for radio seis and motor cars 
bul which now exchanges crude petroleum 
for the same products? 

ihis is Nowever not to deny the tact that 
there is a determined and paipabie shift to- 
ward industrialisation, especially with pro- 
jects such as iron and steel. petroleum 
refining and peiro-chemicais firmly on the 
way to implementation. What is bothersome 
therefore is neither the choice of priorities 
nor the aliocation of resources to particular 
sectors but the prospects for successful pian 
implementation. 


Experience gathered from the Third Plan 
period has shown that there are far more 
constraints to plan execution than just the 
availability of money. The notorious 
constraint known as “lack of executive 
capacity” is just one of them. An even more 
disturding one is the effect which massive 
= expenditure is likely to have on price 
eveis and on the ability of the ee to 
digest the massive infusion of resources into 
non-directly productive sectors. We hope 
that great care will be taken during the 
Fourth Plan period to avoid the kind of mess 
of inflation and unwanted cement armadas 
which characterised the 1975—81 period, as 
well as to chalk up a better record than the 
one of glaring under-achievement of targets 
for that period. 


Finally, one noteworthy departure of the 
new pian is its — concern with peo- 
pie as the targets of development planning. 
Suitable emphasis has been placed on the 
generation of gaintul employment for 
millions of unemployed and under-employed 
citizens, although it is obvious that the data 
base upon which employment projections is 
based is itseif somewhat shaky. 

Altogether, the plan is one which is about 
peopie and which will consequently be 
dependent on people for successful impie- 
mentation. it should be seen more as a 
national task than as a Naira-fest where the 
objective is to get as large a cut of the 
billions of Naira as possible for oneself. it is 
our belief that Nigerians can execute it with

[Text] The Newspin Factory and Warehouse Complex at Iganmu was last week destroyed 
by fire. The fire was reported by security men to have started at about 1.00 a.m. 
on December 24. It had not been completely put out by Friday, December 26. 


The complex had a built-up area of about 60,000 square feet and housed primarily the 
carpet and tarpaulin making factories of Newspin. Four other companies rented space 
for warehousing in the complex, 


One of these companies used its space to store chemicals while the other two stored 
considerable quantities of goods ranging from motor spare parts and building materi- 
als to commodities such as rice, sugar, vegetable oils, etc. 


Officials of the affected companies refused to say how much the goods destroyed by 
fire were worth. But a conservative estimate would range between W420 million and

Call for Agricultural Program 


[Text] ‘THE on-going seminar for the 


Members of Parliament 
yesterday called upon the 
Government to draw up a 
com prehensive icultural 
programme that will boost the 
country’s economy 
The absence of such a 
ogramme was observed to 
be partly responsible for the 
esent economic problems 
facing the country The 
situation has, however been 
worsed by adverse factors like 
the sing prices of on 
Discussing a peper presen. 
ted by the rnor of Bank 
of Tanzania, Ndugu Charlies 
Nyirabu, at the Kammpee Hall 
in Dar es Salaam on ‘‘the 
economic situation facing the 
country and how tw improve 


it”, most of the MPs said the 


overnment had been 
rising long enough wm 
economic planning. 

They argued that theories 
without drawing up a com- 
prehensive national plan in 
agriculture, the coungy's 
economic backbone. the ad- 
verse economic trend ob 
taining at present would 
never improve 

More than 80 per cent of 
the country’s earn are ob- 
tained from agricuiture, yet 
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for a long time the govern. 
ment has oeen injecting more 
funds in the industrial sector 
which is also substantially 
dependent on agricultural 
raw materiais. 

One of the members 
claimed that the local banks 
were not fair when providing 
loans for the development of 
the economy They gave more 
amount of money to the in- 
dustrial sector than 
agriculture 

Yet the industnal inpus 
are imported on the strength 


_ of foreign exchange generated 


by exported cash crops’, he 
argued 

“It ws time we directed all 
our resources and plans to 
agriculture’. he added 

Another member said that 
Tanzania was more than 
capable of producing both 
cash and food crops to the 
degree of self-sufficiency 
Wheat was required. but 
lacking at the moment, was a 
comprehensive agricultural 


an 

The member was also 
concerned over the number of 
idle urban and rural labour 
force. He pointed out that 

ite a good number of people 
id not work because there 
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were no proper pians for 
them 

Given good working 
pypwen the present idle 
abour force would be 
profitably utilised to the 
maximum as required by the 
Party slogan “Every able 
vodied person should work’ 

Another member also poin. 
ted out that the country 
needed an agricultural! 
programme that considered 
every aspect of the economy 
Bearing in mind that most of 
the agricultural! ee were 
imported, the Bank of Tan- 
tania should provide more 
foreign exchange for im. 
porting agricultural input. 

participant said that at 
the moment last year's cash 
crops were still in the villages. 
crops could not be 

moved to the export market to 


earn the cou some foreign 
exchange for lack of tran- 
sport

parastatal organisations was 
deveriorating because there 
was no systematic method of 
supervising their activities 
e explained that unde 
the existing svstem. there was 
virtually no authority to 
which parastatal 
organisations were directly 
answerable. “he Ministry of 
Finance, which is legally the 
owner of public investment is 
not aware of all such in- 
vestments because some of the 
organisation were not directly 
ate to it. 
Ndugu Galinoms who was 


esenting a paper on ‘the 

e of Parliament in Super. 

vising Parastatal 
4420 


Organisations’, told the 
seminar that the relationship 
between parastatal 
organisations, their holding 
companies and parent 
Ministries were m remote 
that control over the former 
was only felt when there was 
a wise 

This, he said, demanded 
that PAC should be expand ed 
and given legal powers to 
exercise ve supervision 
on the performance of public 
institutions instead of its 
narrowed down role of merely 
scrutinising the institutions 
accounts brought to the com. 
mittee. 

In any case, he explained, 
the current role of PAC was 
ineffective because under the 
law, the Committee was sup 
posed to scrutinise only ac- 
counts presented to it and 
that the Committee had no 
pow to summon any in- 
stituBon to bring its accounts 
for scrutiny. 

“This means that in- 
stitutions, and there are many 
of this kind, which have 
messed up their accounts and 
could not therefore present 
them w the Committee are 
left scot free’. he pointed out. 

The Scopo Chairman a- 
plained that scrutinimng ac- 
counts reports alone could not 
enable the Committee to grt 


lll 





the true picture of the per. 
formance of public in- 
stitutions because some of 
them could keep impressive 
accounts with no or very 
minimal fits 

Ndugu Galinoma who dwelt 
at length on the performance 
of the PAC said its current 
composition of |2 members 
was highly unproportional to 
the increammng number of 
parastatal organinaty nea. 

For instance, Le said, 
during its two veam = of 
existence, the Committee 
“rutinised accounts of 4) 
organisations, of an average 
of 22 organivations annually 
“At this rate the Committee 
would need 15 vears w make 
a round analysis of the coun- 
‘ry's 350 pareetatals”, ‘y 
visualised. 

He also pointed out that the 
committee should be selective 
and start with organisations 
4 important economic and 
social sectors. According to 
the 1974/79 PAC report, he 
said, 27 of about half of the 
&) imatitutions which were 
worked on were District 
Development Corporations 
(DDC accounting for a mere 
two per cent of total public in 
vestments.
